The followilly Acts of the Duininion Legislnture received the assent of the 
Governor General on the 31st August 1919 and are hereby published for general 
information : - - 

Act No . XXXV Or 1948 
An Act to enablo companies to inoke donation to the Gandhi National 

Memomal Funil . 
WHEREAS it is expedient to make provision for enabling coinpanies to muko 
dunutions to the Gandhi National Memorial Fund ; 

It is hereby enucted as follows : - . 

1 . Short title and extent . - ( 1 ) This Act Inay be called the Gandhi National 
Memoriel Fund Donations (Compavies ) Act, 1948 . 

(2 ) It extends to all the Provinces of India . 

2 . Power of companies to make donations to the Fund . -- Any company, AS 
defined in clause ( 2 ) of sub -section ( 1) of section of the Indian Companies Act , 
1913 ( VII of 1914 ), may, notwithstandling anything contained in that Act , and 
notwithstanding that the Momorandum of Association or the Articles of 
Association of the Company do not onable it so to do , by special resolution 
authorise the making of a donation from the Company s assets to the Fund 
known as the Gandhi National Mimorial Fund and administered by tbe President 
of tbe Indian National Congress . 


Ao No . XXXVT OF 1948 
An dict to amond the constitutions of the Port Truate of the major porta of 

Bombay, Calcutta and Madras . 
WARREAS it is expedient to amend the constitutions of the Port Trusts relat 
ing to the administration of the major poils of Bombay , Calcutta and Madras : 

It is hereby enacted as follows 

1 . Short titlo and commencement. - ( 1) This Act may be called the Bombay , 
Calcutta and Madras Port Trusts (Constitution ) (Amendment) Aot , 1948.

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(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may , by 
notification in the official Gazette, appoint . 

2 . Amendment of certain enactments . The enactments mentioned in the 
Schedulo are hereby amended to the extent and in the manner montioned in the 
fourth column thereof . 

3 . Transition from existing constitution to now constitution . The appoint 
ments and elections to be made or held undor any of the onactments men 
tioned in the Schedule , as amended hereby , may be made or held at any time 
after the passing of this Act and before this Act comes into force , but the Trustees 
or Commissioners , as the case may be , so appointod and eleoted shall not assume 
office until this Aot comes into force , and on tho coming into force of this Act the 
term of office of the Trustees or Commissioners , as tho case may be, thon holding 
office , shall expire .

oficjal Gazette , specify , and such notification may albo 
specify the number of Trustees that oech of such bodies 
may elect ."

representing commercial interests as the Central Govern 
ment may , from time to time, by notifoation in the 
official Gazette , specify , and such notification may & 180 
specify the number of Commissioners that cach of such 
bodies may elect ."
